Responsive to the Restriction Requirement in the Office Action of August 30, 
2002, Applicant elects the species of Group V, Figs. 6 and 7.^ 

The patentably distinct species selected is that illustrated in Figs. 6-7, which is 
defined by dependent claim 6. 

Generic claim 1 covers this and the other species identified by the Examiner as 
representing patentably distinct inventions falling into sevel^^(^)groups. 

Claims 1, 2, 6, 9-13 and 19 read on the elected species.
